£ Oraſmuch as (gentle Reader) 
in my laſt Booke, made for the 
I Aſſize of Bread, which was 
grounded and drawne(bya tri- 
all made) from the poyſe of the 
72 Avery graine of Wheate, and the 
perfect liquor which ſeaſoned 
the ſame, there was no Allowance giuen for the Ba- 
kers, either in reſpect of their baking, or yet for any 
Other needfull charges belonging vnto the ſame My- 
ſterie, but the ſame Allowance was referred vnto the 
diſcretion of all ſuch Maieſtrates and Officers, as 
ſhouldhaue Authoritie to deale therein , according 
to the Dearth and Cheapeneſſe of all things there- 
unto neceſſarie, as the time and place (where any 
ſuch Baker ſhould inhabite) required: As in, and by 
my ſaid Booke it plainely appeareth. 


And now foraſmuch as diuers Officers, by reaſon 


of their vnskilfulneſſe and want of knowledge, doe 
1 no: 
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0 all Magiſtrates and others, 


not affoorde the Bakers ſuch ſufficient Allowances 
therein, as are aunſwerable vnto all the charges of 
Baking at this day , wherby ſome queſtions are made 
betweene the ſaid Officers & the Bakers concerning 
that matter: I haue therefore at this preſent thought 
Aleuocation it good not only to reuoke my ſaid Booke(inreſpet 
of the laſt AL of the ſaid Aſſize of Bread onely): And to my great 
_ 0 oe paines and trauell, to drawe and publiſh this newe 
Booke, for the good and true Aſſize of all ſortes of 
Bread, now by the Lawes vendible vnto the Kings 
Mateſties ſubiects in the Common- wealth, deriuing 
the ſame in euery fort according to the law: that is to 
Bread draune ſay, that the halfe · penny Cocket, and the penny 
3 ee '© Cocker, made of the ſecond priſed Wheate: The 
„ halfe- penny Wheaten Loate, the penny Wheaten 
Loafe, and the penny houſhold Loafe, taking their 
ground or Aſſize from the courſe Cocket of ſeuen 
pound twelue pence, according to the ſtatute in that 
bebalfe, made in the one and fiftieth yeare of the 
raigne of King H N v the third: and although the 
auncient cuſtome and order ofthis Realme hath bin, 
that three half · penny-· worth of white Bread, ſhould 
alwaies weigh one penny worth of Wheaten bread: 
and one penny worth of Houſhold bread, ſhould 
iuſtly weigh two penny worth of white bread, (as it 
appeareth by divers olde and auncient Size Bookes 
hererofore ſet forth): Vet the ſaid Statute made in 
the one and fiſtieth yeere of the raigne of King Hex- 
The fine Coc-· y the third, ſheweth , that the fineſt ſort of White 
bread, ſhould be drawne from the fine Cocket, of 
ſixe pound eighteene, ſhillings mentioned in — ſaid 
tatute 


bis Maiefties Officers, 
Statute, which differeth ſome what from the courſe 
Cocker of ſeuen pound twelue pence, and is ſome- 
what leſſe in Aſſize, then after the rate of the ſaid 
courſe Cocket aforeſaid, with Law I haue followed 
in this my. booke (omitting the odde Fractions in 
money whichare very ſmall, and vnderthe value of 
one halfe-peny weight) whereby every Officer may 

erfectly diſcerne and know, what every ſort of 
— ſhould weigh in true proportion and rate, and 
how to Aſſize the Bakers in all forts of their breads, 
according to the ſame law, together with ſuch allow- 
ance towards their charges, ſor euery quarter baking 
as is very reaſonable & requiſite, therfore to be made 
and allowed, whereby all difficulty and queſtions 
hereafter may be auoyded: but alſo haue drawne 
the ſame vntoa greater and higher proportion inthe 
prices of the quarter of Wheate, then heretofore it 
hath beene,as by the ſaid rates it doth plainly apeare, 
beginning the ſame at twelue pence the quarter of 
Wheate, and fo railing the ſaid Aſs ize by ſixe pence 
increaſing in the quarter of Wheate, vnto three 

ound ſixe pence the quarter. And wheras it plain- 
y appeareth by the olde Aſsize booke(yet ex:ant to 
be ſeene) ſet forth and publiſhed in the rwelfih yeare 
ofthe raigne of King Henry the ſeuenth, being ncere 
one hundred yeares paſt , that every Baker ſhould 
then be allowed two ſhillings for all manner of char- 
ges in baking ofa quarter of Wheat, ouer and aboue 
the ſecond price of Wheate in the Market, by tae 
which he ought to Size his bread : which two {hil- 
lings was allowed in this manner, viz.

And ar fourteene ſhillings the 

quarter, kee ſhould bake after ſixteene ſhillings the 

quarter, as in the ſaid booke of Aſsize is to be ſeene. 

And, fora ſmuch as I doe find, and it moſt plainely 
appeareth to the iudgement of all indifferent men 
2 (by comparing the times now preſent, with the times 
now then here of one hundred yeeres paſt) that at the publiſhing 
4g —”— hath of the ſaid old Aſsize booke, all manner of charges 
T and other things neceſſatie belonging to the ſaid 
myſterie of Baking, were far better cheape then now 

they are, viz. in fuell, yeaſt, ſeruants wages, houſe- 

rents, and charges of hoſpitalitie, and ſo generally of 

all other kind of things: And for as muchas alſo di- 
dels cd uers tryals which of late, I haue cauſed to bee made 
of divers by ſeuerall Wheate, taken in divers Countries of this 
Countries. Realme of England, not onely in the view of mine 
ow ne eyes, but alſo in the preſence of expert and 

skilfull men, learned in the Lawes, having great and 

deepe knowledge in the aſsiſing of bread ; it dooth 

maniteſtly and plainely appeare, that the Bakers at 

that time might farre better cheape, and with ſeſſe 

charge of ſeruants haue baked a quarter of Wheate, 

then now they can:(although the ſame Tryals differ 

ſomewhat one from the other, by reaſon onely of 

Difference in the diuerſities of the goodneſſe of Wheate) I doe 
eee therefore thinke it very good, neceſſary and conue- 
* abe. nient for the better vnderſtanding ofall Magiſtrates 
and Oftcers, as is aforeſaid, that there be ſet downe 

in this booke of the Alsizes of bread, that the Bakers 
| of 


Mateſties Officers, 
of Cities, Boroughs, and corporate Townes, where 


the three ſorts of bread,viz. White, Wheaten, and Allowancefor 
the Bakers of 


Houſhold are viſually baked and ſolde, ſhall haue 
ſixe ſhillings in allowance for the baking of euerie 
quarter oſwheate, ouer and aboue the ſecond price 
ofwheate in the Market, by the which they ought 
to be Sized, becauſe of their great and daily charges 
and in bearing of Scot and Lot within the ſame Ci- 
ties, Boroughs, and Townes corporate, for euerie 
impoſition daily to be laid vpon them : which ſixe 
ſhillings is to bee allowed, according to the ſame 
former allowance in the ſaid twelfth yeere of the 
raigne of King Henry the Seuenth aforeſaid, in this 
manner, viz. when the ſecond Wheat is at twelue 
ſhillings the quarter, the Baker is to bake after eigh- 
tecne ſhillings the quarter ,and the ſecond Wheate 
being at eighteen ſhillings the quarter, heis to bake 
after twentyfoure ſhillings the quarter, & ſo in like 
manner as the price-of the quarter ofthe ſecond 
W heate ſhall riſe and increaſe. And alſo that all 
Bakers inhabiting out of Cities, Boroughs, and 
Townes corporate, or in Cities , Boroughs, and 
Townes corporate, where but two oftheſe ſorts of 


bread, v7.

And if all Lawes 
eſtabliſhed by lawfull authoritie,not repugning the lawes 
of God, are to be imbraced by Chriſtian Subiecis in a con- 
ſcionableobedience:by what excuſe then do they think 10 
winde out from the deſert of ſuch diſobedience ,as directly 
contrarieth both Gods and mans lawes at once? O f which 
nature itheſe are, that comand the true obſeruation 75 the 
weight and meaſure betweene man and man.
